A Mail Subsidy. 

It is claimed ihal Ibo swift and como 
modiouB Puyet Sound mail t^toumor Now 
World, which is now lying at one 
oi our whar^'os, is furnibhod wilh every 
requisite for the comioit and convonx 
ience of the travolliog public j that 
Bbo can run upon an average lixteen 
knolB an hour; ond, tbereioro, withx 
out presBing the sto^mor to hor highest 
point of speed, she can easily make 
two round trips each week between this 
port and the Boiind. To the Oregon 
port of Portland there oome weekly 
two ocean steamships from San Fran^ 
Cisco. A mail bubsidy has recently 
teen piranlcd by Congress, which 'vill 
eborily bo lot to tbo lowest bidder, 
for the carriage of mails by Lheao steam- 
era from San Francisco to Portland. 
Froin Portland lo tbo town ol Monti- 
collo, on tbo Cowli'.z river, fltoamors 
make ro^^ular iripa thico times each 
week with tho Washington Territory 
and Pugot Sound mails. From Mon-i 
ticcllo, during tho greater part of tbo 
year, ttvese n ails aro carried acrosH 
the narrow peninsula lying between 
Columbia Elver and Pugot Sound, by 
stage, a distance of ninety miles, to 
the town of Olympia, where the lot^i 
tors aro sorted, and every Monday 
morning in future mail bags will Lo 
placed on board the New World ni iJ 
left at the PostoCScos to which tbey 
aro directed along tbo Sound. Now, 
•we undurstaad ibat, by the terras oi 
agreement between tbo Imperial Gov* 
ernmont atjd ilie United Siatca postal 
auihoiilieH, tbo IuLUt have agreed to 
convo}' mail matter doHtined lor Brit-> 
ibh Columbia, in American blcauicrs, 
to Vho teiminus noarcsl tbo jiort oi 
Victoria, of tboir ouoaii mail Hervlco. 
As the ocean mull service isjubt abuul 
to bo extended to Portland, in accord- 
ance with ihitj agreement wo aro en- 
titled to have our mail bags laid down 
at the lulLir point, which is eomo 500 
miles neurer Victoria than San Fran- 
cisco; and, if tho necessary arrange- 
ments can be made, may have them 
forwarded twice a week by the same 
oonveyance that carries the American 
mail matter to Olympia, whence it can 
be taken on boord tho New World 
every Thursday and Monday morning, 
and landed ac this port on tho uvon- 
ingsof tho samo days. But, as economy 
is the order of tbo day, it, would be 
wise not to contract a liiibility which 
thoro is no present pru8pect of dis- 
charging, and II weekly siTvicc Irom 
Olympia to Victoria would answer 
every requirement during tbo current 
year. It needs no figurts to show 
that wo ebould generally bo in receipt 
of our English letters and papers 
several days in advauco of tho time 
now consumed in the ecrvieo, and that 
wo should rccoivo thorn four limes in 
two months, inbtcad oi three times, as. 
now; that we should eujoy regular 
weekly communication with our 
American cousins to tho south of us ; 
and that wo should increase and place 
upon a permanent and profitable foot 
ing our trade with tbo Sound, which as 
yoL is only in its iutancy, but which, 
if properly "nursed," bids fair to bo 
one of great itnporiur CO totlio Colony. 
Wo aro awnro thiiL it will bo urged 
by somo that if Iho .iinil subsidy bo 
withdrawn from tho Activo, sho will 
ceaso Lo visit us at idl, and that 
few passengers will como hero by tbo 
roundabout way of Portland and 
Oiympia. This, liowovor, is lui er- 
roneous view of Lbo case. Wherovcr 
thcro is tliilhc, means of conveyance 
will bo found. In truth, it ii pas> 
sengors and freight tliat bring stoara- 
ors — not steamers thot bring pas- 
sengers and freight. In any event, 
all aro agreed that tho Ocean Mail 
Subsidy cannot bo renewed, for tbo 
very good reaison' that the country is 
too poor to 'pay it. It is, tbere- 
iore, incumbent up.9n lur Govcrnmeni 
to makel ' ibe best arrangement thai 
lle^ 'tti iis power, and that arrangoo 
mont we couoeive to be the one wc 
have pointed out. A weekly servico 
mny bo had, we think, for a mere 
tiillo, whilo a t-:omi-wocl<ly servico 
will bo a matter for cuusiduration at u 
future time. : - . , 



peaport and garrisou towns, at homo 
and abroad, Sailoftj' Homes and Soldiers' 
Institutes exist, tbe loanlt of private 
philantrophy, occasionally supple- 
mooted by slight aid from the Govern- 
ment, whore soldiers and sailors can 
resort whilo on leave, indulge in 
quiet amusement, such as chess, 
draughts, bagatelle, skittles, bowls, 
&o., whilo attached is a library, a read- 
ing room supplied with newspapers 
and periodicals, and a coffoo room, 
whero tea, coffeo, lemonade, and other 
non-aleoholio rofreshmonts aro sup- 
plied at a reasonable rate. Tho ad„ 
vantages to tho soatnan of such resurtf^ 
aro very great, for while on sboro on 
leave for a few hours ho is enabled lo 
rest and amuso himself in ft rational 
and innocent manner; whereas, in 
places where no such institutions ex- 
ist, seamen, cut off as they ara from 
all homo tics, arc forced to frequent 
public bouses whero tho vilest of liquor 
is served out to them, and to contract 
habits that contribute to tho demoral- 
ization of tho individual and tho de^ 
struotion of bis health, and are in tho 
highest degree detrimental to tbo woN 
faro and discipline of the cervice. A t 
Epquimalt, to say nothing of tho mer- 
chant 8bipping,ihcro arc always sever.il 
inon-of-war stntiuncd lor tbo protec- 
tion of tbo Colony, and it is not ask- 
ing too much of tbo colonists in retui n 
to show some regard lor tbo wolfaru 
and happiness of that largo and im- 
portant clas^ ol" our fellow countiy- 
men " whoso business is in great 
waters," and who aro go closely iisic, 
ciatod wilh our national prospcl'lty 
and greatness. Tho traditional char- 
acter of the British seamen lor rock.- 
lossness and extravagance has now 
become a thing of tho past, and the 
seamen of the present day, when 
favorably situated, are a steady, wclN 
behaved class of men, alwoys ready lo 
take advantage of any rational moans 
of rooroation, and would, we feel ast 
sured, bail with satisfaction a Homo 
whore they i. jald smoke, "yarn" and 
partake of hsrmlofls refreshment with-, 
out being exposed to tho temptation 
of grogshops. Tho txpenso ol stt rto 
ing such an institution would Lo 
trifling, and, to a groiit extent, under 
proper management, ni'ght be made 
soil-supporting. Tbo peiils of a sailor's 
life, both aHoat and u.-liorc, Have been 
well described by Sbylock : " Sbij)8 
aro hut boards and sailors aro but 
men ; and Lbero bo laud lals and water 
rats, water thieves and land thioves." 
Let us at least endeavor to give s "mo 
urotection from " land sharks" to 
" The mariners of Enfjiand, 
That guard our iiunvo seas." 
Any endeavors in nchieving this oh-t 
ject would, wo think, bo giatefnlly 
appreciated, and would conduce boib 
(0 tbo elevation of tbe cbaiact(M-, im- 
provement of the eauatory couditiun 
and multiplication of tho oomforls ol 
the sailor.
